out of Chicago except fuel and food- 
stuffs, the country will face the danger 
of anarchy, and rioting. 
In hta tele- 


gram to the railroads he says: 


"Despite all your assurances no re- 


lief has been afforded to move grain 
and rthcr food products out of Chi- 
cago. 


"Tho present scarcity of supplies 


borders ou famine and In many com- 
mun'.tles with the consequent Inflation 
of vtilues la directly jchargeablo to the 
failure of the railroads to meet the 
national emergency.

Highest Price Ever Paid Is 


Predicted Within a 


' Short 'Ximo. 


ONE PECK TQ A CUSTOMER

Potatoes will be sold for tho high- 


est price in years within a short time, 
according to the predictions ot fcotli 
wholesalers and retailors of Cptmells- 
vlllo, who seo no ray of hope-in the 
situation.' --A serious 
shortage 
is 


bound Lo occur, they say, and 
the 


market will go higher and higher as 
a consequence. One merchuut lias al- 
ready limited hla customers to one 
peck each, fearing that his supply will 
run out-and lie will bo' unable to get 
more. Wholesalers of town, however, 
said this was an 
extreme 
measure 


whlch>they believed 'unwarranted by 
conditions. 


"It will b« throe months yet before 


we get any potatoes from the east.,1' 
one wholesaler said 
this 
morning. 


"Chicago's supply has run out, and 
the dca'lcrs of Wisconsin and Minno- 
.sota say that they have Cow on hand, 
despite newspaper reports to the con- 
trary. 
There will certainly 
bo' 


serious shortage, and prices wiii be 
extremely high. The supply will like- 
ly como 'from tho mountain districts 
In this end of Pennsylvania." 


An increase ot 15 cents a bushel li> 


tho wholesale price of potatoes over 
yesterday was quoted this 
morning. 


The retail merchants made no 
crease this morning, however, the prlco 
remaining at. SO cents n peck and ?3.10 
or J3.20 a bushel in most of tho stores, 
though a few put the tubers on snlft 
at $3.35 n bushel. The produce deal- 
ers are selling them to tho merchants 
now at $8 a bag. 


Just now the produce men have 


potatoes on hand and ordered, and the 
grocers arc In the same position. Later, 
when the serious shortage comos, there 
will bo nothing to do but pay the price 
according to one grocer. The idea of 
furnishing a customer with but a peek 
of potatoes when he orders a bushel 
was characterized as ridiculous by 
tills man. "Things are bad enough," 
ho said, "but not that bad." 


Incidentally, Inquiry brought out 


the fact that ConnollnvIHe Is a potato- 
outlfu; community. When potatoes are 
nt n normal price, from 1,200 to 1,500 
busholti a week arc sold hore, though 
just now less than half that quantity 
of tubers aro'consumed.

what the administration coulti do to re- 
lieve the food situation but would be 
glad to have the women present any 
plan. 


After Mayor Mitchell had been in- 


formed by East Side house-wives that 
their children wero ."starving to death 
by hundreds" because ot tho high, coat 
of food, he promised to place before 
(he Board of Estimates on Friday their 
pica that 5.1,000.000 bo appropriated 
by the city to buy food for distribu- 
tion ns reasonable prices. 


Three different committees repro 


scntlug East Side women wore ad- 
mitted to Ills ofilce after an attempted 
demonstration by housewives at.ilio 
door of the city hall was prevented 
by the police. The mayor'sald lie did 
not believe the city iart authority to 
appropriate $1.000,000 for the- pur- 
pose tho women roauaatcd. but pend- 
ing the Board of Estimate's decision 
ho would direct tho health and char- 
ities department Immediately to send 
inspectors to the East Sitlo to investi- 
gate conditions. 


Tha women vigorously urged Im- 


mediate relief measures. They point- 
ed out that tho city bas authority to 
buy food for patients In hospitals and 
said It had equal power to appropri- 
ate to buy food for persons ill for 
want of nourishment.
